The failure of the silver coinage
bill in the House of Representatives
has given a tremendous boom to the
third psarty prospects.

The demand for free
silver coinage, while strong in the
West is still stronger throughoutl the
Seuth aud from the beginning of the
third party movement, the Southern
Farmers Alliance have served ex-
plicit notice on the Democratic party
that if the present Democratic House
failed to pass the silver bill they
would desert it in November and
vote in & body for the new party.
